At Sac- 
ramento the river filled from twenty 
to twenty-five feetsiuce 1850, and the 
river on an average has filled up 
some ten feet since the flood.

Congress, to legislate ia oontraven- 
lion of treaty stipulations, citing in 
ogical order and with great clear- 
ness the numerous decisions of the 
United States Courts and Attorney

and Watte) bearing on the ques- 


ion, concludes aa follows: 


"We may uammariza this whole 


matter by saying that the United 
States Government, by virtue of its 
sovereignty, has that right of self- 
preservation and has a duty to exer- 
cise its powers; that protection in- 
cludes tha preservation of its people 
:rom influences injurious to their 
iiappiness, curtailing the necessaries 
of life, or interfering with their 
.audible, innocent engagements; tbat 
^t is bound to exercise these powers 
Tor the benefit of its own people, 
where necessary, at the expense of 
the convenience of the people of 
other nations, and that Congress is 
;he possessor of constitutional power, 
by the passage of a law, to abrogate 
or modify treaties. This power has 
been frequently exercised by Con- 
gress, and its action upheld by the 
Executive and Judicial branches of 
She Government. It is not tha pur- 
pose of this brief to state the reason*, 
why this power should now be exer- 
cised, but simply to show that it 
exists. We assume that the com- 
mittee have full light upon the great 
evils afflicting the Western States and 
Territories from the influx of vast

come as ordinary immigrants, or with 
purpose of making the United States 
their home, who are alien in every 
respect and remain so, and are an 
indigestible nou-assimilative mass in 
our body politic.

fWinneniucca Silver State, 4th.) 


The Board of Pardons will meet in 
!arson one week from to-day. 
We 


learn from the Carson Tribune that 
Col. Davies and Gen. Clarke will ap- 
pear before the Board at that time 
with petitions from all portions of 
the State, praying that Rover's sen- 
tence be commuted from death to im- 
prisonment for life. 
The 
Tribune 


thinks a great majority of the people 
of this State have doubts as to Ro- 
ver's guilt, and that no fault will be 
found with the Board should it de- 
cide to commute the sentence. We 
doubt the correctness of the Tribune's 
assertion, and do not believe that 
any considerable number of the poo- 
pie of the State, who .know anything 
about the facts and circumstances of 
the case as proven in Court, believe 
in Hover's innocence. 
There are 


rounds for a difference of opinion as 


to his sanity, but none whatever as 
to his guilt. That he coolly and de- 
liberately murdered I, N. Sharp at 
the Rabbit Hole sulphur mine those 
ivlio heard the evidence at his first 
trial in this county have no doubt. 
His threats before the murder, his 
statement made at the preliminary 
examination, and the fact that an In- 
dian saw him shortly after the mur- 
rler with his shirt sleeves covered 
with tbe blood of his victim, leave 
no doubt that he is the murderer of 
Sharp. The Indian's testimony could 
not be admitted in evidence at his 
trial, but the fact that a sleeveless 
shirt, on which there were some blood 
stains, was found among his clothes, 
a id oifered iu evidence at his first 
trial, corroborated the Indian's state 
meat. Rovar's sentence ought, per- 
haps, to be commuted upon the 
ground of insanity; but not for the 
reason that there are doubts of his 
guilt in the minds of persons who 
never heard the facts and knew notu 
ing of the evidence upon which he 
has been three times convicted. The 
writer of this does not believe in cap 
ital punishment, and consequently 
does not want Rover executed, bui 
he does believe from the evidence oi 
witnesses—good and true man and 
women—which he heard at Rover's 
trials in this county, and from his 
own statement, made before Justice 
Davis, that he murdered I. N. Sharp 
on the night of April 7, 1875, ai Me 
Worthy's mine.

CELEBRATED doutor of political 


science bus said that tho newspapers 
of this State would perform their 
duty better by giviug less attention 
to political affairs. In a measure 
this may be true; yet it is not plain 
to one of ordinary comprehension 
how the political affairs of the coun- 
try are to be made familiar to tlie 
people, unless through the medium 
of the public presj. The present 
year we are to have a general election 
in this State to choose our public 
servants for four years, and in our 
opinion it is not only the right, but 
the duty, of those who control the 
press to make known the names of 
aspirants for office and canvass their 
claims for the position to which 
they aspire. 


Political parties have heretofore 


been pretty evenly divided in point 
of numbers in Nevada, elections re- 
sulting in the choice of some officials 
from the ranks of either party. It is 
not beyond the bounds of poseibility, 
indeed, it at present seems highly 
probable that one or the other of tho 
bwo great parties—Republican and 
Democratic—will elect its full State 
iicket at the next election, provided 
it places in the Held candidates who 
command the respect atd support of 
the Workingmen—an element which 
will certainly cut an important fig- 
ure in 
the contest. 
While the 


"slates" are in process of construc- 
tion and the names of this or Ihtt 
prominent man is heralded as a can- 
ilidate for some position, it might 
not bo time entirely lost for the man- 
ipulators to canvass his claims upon 
the support of the Workingmen. 
We would not advocate the policy of 
selecting as candidates men who are 
unknown, or comparatively so. On 
the contrary, let the selections bo 
made from the ranks of those who 
have been prominent in the manage- 
ment of public affairs; and there are 
enough (if not a majority) honest 
and capable ones among them to till 
the various official stations.—Elko 
Post.

NOVEL PLOWING.—During the last 


Slimmer we witnessed deep-sea plow- 
ing in the harbor of Belfast, Me. 
The bottom of the bay is covered 
with a tenacious, clayey deposit, into 
which the steam shovel penetrates 
with difficulty; and to loosen it a 
hugh Michigan plough was set at 
work under the water, drawn by 
steam power on the shore, nsing a 
wire rope to form connections.

He came 
up at our request, and after removing 
his air-tight helmet and conversing a 
few minutes, was again put in con- 
nection with the pump, and disap- 
pearing under water, went on with 
the ploughing. 
This to ns was a 


novel proceeding, and so fur as we 
can learn, it was the first experiment 
of the kind ever made. 


BALDWIN WINS.—A San Francisco

McCormick vs. E. J. Baldwin, plain- 
tiff this morning on the witness 
stand made such a poor showing for 
herself that her counsel made a prop- 
osition to the attorneys on tho other 
side for dismissal of the suit.

ample depth with which to start off
